To which Convention legally conftituted, 
His Majefty . would depute Commiffioners, to hear 
the Propofals that might be made Him, and return 
Anf{wer on his Part: But that in the mean time, he 
demanded the Republick fhould order the Polifh and 
Lithuanian Troops, to forbear all Acts of Hoftiliry 
againft his : without which he could not accept of 
her Mediation. To Day the Palatine of Maffovia 
and the other Commiffioners, difpach’d the Staroft 
Bowerkowski with a Copy of this Writing to Ma- 
rienburg ; till whofe Return this Affair hangs in Sul 
nce.

Pars, May 26. Advice is come from Poland, That 
the King of Sweden fet out from Warfaw on the 
28th of April, with 3000 Horfe, and a like Number 
of Foot,and arriv’d the fame Day at the River Bugh; 
over which he order'd a Bridge to be lay'd, which 
was finifh’d on the 29th without any Oppofition. 

General 
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General Steinau, who commanded a Body of 7000 
Saxons and 2000 Polith Horfe, noc thinking himfelf 
ftrong enough to difpute the Paflage with the Swedes, 


drew off towards Pultausk on the Narew, leaving . 


behind hima Rivulet, and a Morafs, which was al-’ 
moft unpaifable ; The King of Sweden crois'd the 
Bugh on the 30th, the following Night he pafs’d the 
Morafs, though with great Difficulty 5 and on the 
ift of May in the Morning, came in Sight of the 
Saxons. General Steinau, who did not believe he 
thould have been purfued with fo much Diligence, 
had hardly time to draw up his Cavalry in order of 
Battel in 2 Lines : The King of Sweden charg’d the 
firft Line at the Head of his Guards du Corps , and 
other Troops of his Houlehold. This Line ftood 2 
Charges ; but was broken the Third, and put the 
fecond Line in Diforder, which retir'd towards a 
pretty large Bridge, which General Steinau had 
caus’d to be laid over the Narew: But the Crowd 
of thofe chat fled was fo great, that moft of them fell 
into the River and were drown’d ; while the King 
of Sweden, who was joyn’d by all his Troops,entire- 
ly defeated the reft of theSaxous. General Beitz, 
who commanded their Cavalry, wastaken Prifgner 
by the King himfelf ; there were alfo taken 100.Of- 
ficiers, 10 or 1200 Soldiers, all the Baggage, the Ar- 
tillery, and a great Quantity of Ammunition and 
Provifions. The 2000 Poles ran away in the Begin- 
ning of the Action. The Swedes had but 1 Cornet 
and 12 Dragoons killd, and a few wounded. 

Warfaw, May 1+. We impatiently expect the King 
of Sweden’s Anfwer to a Letter witten to him by the 
Cardinal Primate and Senators that are in this City, 
and carried by a- Perfon of Quality ; becaufe ‘tis 
prefum'd we may be able to judge by that Anfwer 
what likelihood there is of a Peace. Mean time, the 
Univerfalia or Circular Letters of the King of Po- 
land have been publith’d here, by which all the No- 
biliry of the Kingdom are fummon’d to meet at Kots 

Miles from Lublin. On the 5th the King of Swe- 
return'd to Pulrow, where General Steinbock 
feiz’d 4 Canons of that Cathedral, and made Booty 
of all that was found there, the Ornaments of the 
Churches excepted. The Swedith Infantry is draw- 
ing together near that City, and will endeavour to 
attack the Troops of Lithuania who are on their 
March from Tycokzin, as alfo 4 Regiments of Sax- 
ons commanded by General Venediger. 

Dantzick, May 15. The King of Poland who con- 
tinues at Elbing, gave Audience to our Deputies on 
the 12th, in which the Difference between this City 
and his Polifh Majefty, occafion’d by a Skitmifh that 
happen’d long fince between our Burghers and-fome 
Saxons, who would have poffefs’d themfelves of a 
Poft within the Dependance of this City, was com- 
posd. On the 13th, the King of Poland’s Birth-day 
was celebrated at Elbing with a Triple Difcharge of 
all the Cannon on the Ramparts of that Place, and 
other publick Demonftrations of Joy. The Univer- 
falia fo- convening a Diet to meet on the 15th of 
June, is fent into all the Provinces ; and all the No- 
bility are to draw together abour Lublin, at rhe 
fame time to cover that Diet. The laft Advices 
from the King of Sweden’s Army, fay , His Majefty 
was in great Danger in the laft Action with the 
Saxons, for he chanc’d to ftick fo faft in 4 Morafs, 
that he was beholding to-a Fifherman to to difengage 
him, whom he rewarded with 30 Ducats. Among 
the Saxon Officers that were taken Prifoners, was 
Collonel Zympoh!, whom, for his Bravery in the 
Fight in which he receiv’d 9 Wounds, the King of 
Sweden order’d to be fet at Liberty.

Warfaw, May 15. The King of Sweden, being 
inform’d at Pulrow that the Lithuanians were 
moving from Tykocfin towards him, march’d with 
his Cavalry with all Secrefy and Diligence and 


pofted himfelf at Oftrolenka, by which they were ;3 
pais, thinking to attack them as unexpectedly a he 
did General Steinau ; but the 4 Regiments of Sax 
ons getting Intelligence of it, made a Swift ‘Match, 
joyn'd the Lithuanians, and together with them a. 
tack’d the King of Sweden, kill'd feveral of his Men 
and oblig’d the King to retire with the reft within 4 
few Miles of Piticka; from whence he fent-Orders 
to the Infantry at Pulrow to make hafte to joyn 
him ; but the Saxons and Lithuanians followin 
hard after him, fell upon him again and oblig’d hin, 
to retire to Pultow ; whither being {till clofely fo}. 
low’d by them, he pafs’d over the River Nerra and 
retreated to Cieckanow. ’Tis faid the Swedes loft 
1200 Men, and that 200 of them, with their Arm; 
and Horfes, were taken by the Saxons. The Car. 
dinal Primate has fent another Exprefs with Letters 
to the King of Sweden, defiring his Majefty would 
pleafe to declare himfelf directly whether he has a 
real Inclination for Peace ; that the Republick may 
know from his Anfwer, what Meafures are proper 
for them to take in this Juncture.

Dantxick, May 19. Letters from Warfaw tell us, 
That the Saxons and Lithuanians together have 
fallen upon the Swedes, and kill'd 1500 of them, 
among them the Heer Wrangel Collonel of the Kin 
of Sweden’s Life-Guard. The foremioft Troops be 
the Body of Swedes that is marching towards Thorn, 
are arriv’d very near that City. 
Hamburg, May 25. According to the Advices from 
Warfaw, there has been a fharp Action between the 
Swedes, and the Saxons and Lithuanians, in which 
the former were worfted. The Swedes, when they 
drew off from Pultow, left 80 Saxons Prifoners be- 
hind them, and carried 500 withthem. The King 
of Sweden is at Plokko; the King of Poland at 
Elbing ; ’tis believ’d he will go from thence to Li- 
thuania ; and that the Swedes -will march towards 
Elbing. The Deputies of the Polith Republick con- 
tinue at Warfaw ; where the King of Sweden’s final 
Refolution concerning Peace is impatiently expected.
